At the meeting, 
held this year at Hartford High School, wc were honorea by the election of 
Stuart St. Peter as vice-president, and of Evelyn Izenberg, as treasurer of the 
state association. 

We all remember that familiar cry "Inspection!". This activity reached 
all of us in our homerooms, and had a beneficial influence upon the school, for 
our school is noted for the excellent condition in which the students keep their 
classrooms. 

As its money raising project this year the Council sponsored an Abe 
Lincoln's Birthday Ball on February I I Projects this spring were an css.iv 
contest and also an Industrial Arts contest. The divisions in the shop contest 
were in metal and woodworking areas. The essay contest was on the subject: 
"How Can We Improve Our School?" Prizes amounting to $18 were 
awarded. 

Another project discussed by the Council was the proposal that the 
school system be reorganised to allow an earlier dismissal in the afternoon.

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The 1952 Rutland High School pigskin toters started practice sessions 
the last week in August with sights set on duplicating the great undefeated 
record of the 1951 state championship team Dame Fortune intervened, 
however, for the Red Raiders were heset by major and minor injuries before 
and during the gridiron campaign. Undaunted by the series of misfortunes, 
the Redmen led by Co-captains Garcia and Grady, emerged as one of the most 
respected teams in the state. A glance at the season's record reveals that our 
grtdders gave every team a close battle, and although outscored in half of the 
contests they were never outfought 

In the season's opener R.H S met a formidable opponent in St. Johnsbury 
Academy which was later selected as the mythical state champion of Vermont. 
After a grueling contest the Raiders dropped the decision 14-6. 

Bouncing back the following Saturday the Rutland gridsters ran roughshod 
over the Bennington Catamounts to the tune ot 48-6. 
Co Captains The next two weeks found the Raiders on the short end of 

the score when thev lost heartbrcakers to Spaulding and Burling- 
ton, the annual powers of the North. This marked Spaulding's 
first victory over R.H S since 1937, and the fust for the Burlington 
Seahorses over a twelve-year span. 

On October 16 the local gridders once again hit the victory 
trail when they won a hard-fought game over a good Bellows Falls 
team by a score of 12-6. 

The following week the squad traveled to Brattleboro to 
meet the undefeated Organgnnders.

A costly penalty erased the score, and Rutland had to settle for a tie. 

In the big game on November I i the Raider eleven was considered a three- 
touchdown underdog in their annual Armistice Day Classic with the undefeated 
Acads, who were running for the state title. As usual, the Rcdmen played 
their best game of the year and kept the Mount ies in their own territory most 
of the game. The spirited Rutland eleven had three touchdown drives an\ 
of which, if materialized, would have spelled victory. In the first quarter 
Don King tossed a lateral to "Yogi" Garcia for a rouchdown which was 
nullified because of a penalty. Again in the second quarter the Rcdmen threaten- 
ed, but the half ended before pay dirt could be hit. In the third quarter Phil 
Knapp recovered a Mountic fumble on the 30-yard line, and Garcia and Grady 
lugged the pigskin to the Acads* ten yard stripe. At this point the Green 
Wave recovered a fumble and for the remainder of the game the fans were 
treated with some fine defensive play on the part of both clubs, featured by 
a great punting duel between Tom Carrigan of M.S.J, and Ronnie Horton of 
Rutland High. 

Although the Redmen will lose eleven seniors including such stalwarts as 
Jim Grady and "Yogi" Garcia, the outlook for the future is far from dismal
